"BJUTIStl COLUMBIA MATTERS." 

Under this heading Mr. Donald Man- 
son publishes in the columns of the ever- 
eager Toronto 8iobe\& tierce assault upon 
brltiah Columbia and its people. Mr. 
Sanson arrived "hefe" aomo two months 
ago with hia family. He came with an 
abiding faith in thq belief that a ropowalk 
would pay here. Up tn his arrival he was 
(|uickly undeceived and frankly shown 
that his contemplated enterprise eo uld 
nut hope lor sliccoss. His pot idea dissi- 
pated, every other enterprise soured 
on hia mind and he set his face like a 
Hint against.. the, country, its people and 
Us resources. Although he has it relative 
in a prosperous way of business in Vic- 
toria, Mr. Malison's rope having failed 
him his faith in the country also Hod. Ho 
has returned to Ontario to croak against 
tho province because it is not sufficiently 
populous to support a ropev/alkl Mr. 
Manson says theiv is little agricultural 
land' that is not in the hands of specula- 
tors. Ho talks utter rubbish. There aro 
at least 10,000 acres of good agricultural 
laud within ten miles of Victoria which 
are not in tho hands of Bpoculators; in fact, 
are not occupied at all. Tho fact is Mr. 
M. did not go' 'outside the limits of this 
municipality during his stay. From his 
actions lie must have expected to tiud tho 
streets of the city in a high state of culti- 
vation for if ho wanted farming lands ho 
certainly did not look for them be- 
yond- the- limits uf the .town. After 
ilia savage 'attack on the province one is 
nut surprised to find that Mr. Manson 
denounces the trans continental railway 
aa '.'one' of the wildest schemes that over 
entered sane men's headj." Mr. Manson 
is now back in his boloved Ontario. Ho 
would appear from his letter to be a very 
excitable sot t of person. Lot it be hoped 
that by noxt winter his wrath will have 
had time to cool and that amid the frosts 
and aiiowa of 'ntrEastern Canadian winter 
ho will be prepared to- admit that there 
is pome morit in. British Columbia — even 
if 'it' can ' not support a ropowalk. Here 
is the letter to which reference is made: 

Sik,— I think it my duty to warn any 
of the inhabitants of Ontario or of East- 
ern Canada who may have entertained 
the idea of emigrating to British Colum- 
bia, not to be led by what they may see 
in some of the public prints of Ontario in 
regard to the capabilities of that Province. 
In tho tirst place, there is little or any 
agricultural lands but what is in the 
hands of speculators, and is hold at prices 
higher than land in Ontario. City lots 
in Victoria are higher than in Toronto, 
and tho whole tountry was well described 
by the liou. Edward Blake when he called 
it a "sea of mountains." The only thing 
that 1 can say in favor of the country is 
this. The climate is tine, and well suited 
for any one of means to spend time in 
and enjoy himself, as the scenery is grand. 
In as far aa being n country that will sup- 
port a large population, it never can be. 
The emigration into Victoria this spring 
has been largo, and many Canadians have 
gone there. If they had tho means they 
would return again; cannot get work, and 
some of them that I met in Victoria are 
working for leas wages than thoy had in 
Ontario. Some of them are waiting for 
funda from their friends to return again. 
In regard to politics there aro none in 
Victoria only abuse of Mackenzie and 
Blake for not spending more money in 
British Columbia and carrying out what 
they call the terms of ihe union, which 1 
think would ho well for the whole people 
of Canada to abandon at once and let the 
British Columbians paddle their own ca- 
noe. Thy reason that brings mo to 
that conclusion is this — That from con- 
versation which 1 had with some Han 
Francisco capitalists who are largely inter- 
ested in tho coal mines of Vancouver 
Island, 1 learned that the building of tho 
Pacific Railway was one of the wildest 
schemes that ever entered finite men's 
hoadH. I was also told that the Hon. Mr. 
Trutch had deceived tho people of East- 
ern Canada in regard to tho country; also 
that Tupper was a partner with I>. Mills, 
of New York, and that it was the common 
talk that Undertloiik is only Mill's and 
Tupper'a manager. Another gentleman 
told me that the road ran through (in 
miles of a canon, and ivhoil finished no 
one would travel on it. Another thing I 
was told that the Island road would never 
pay for the oil to grease the wheels, but 1 
as long as tho Victorians can milk the 
Eastern Provinces they don't care. That 
is tho opinion of a resident of tho Pro- 
vince for over twenty years, one who has 
travelled more over the Island and main- 
land than any man in British Columbia 
as a prospector. In regard to their being 
any trouble about the Fenians making 
any descent on the country it is all bosh, 
and only got up for the purpose of getting 
Her Majesty's ships -stationed there to 
spend money for supplies. When I spoke 
to tome of tliem in regard to that matter, 
I was told if the United States stopped 
Bonding in supplies the country would ! 
soon be annexed, as they don't raise 
enough to supply one- half of tho popula- 
tion. In regard to the land hold by the 
Dominion 1 shall have something to say 
in a future communication.

PROTECTION ■■ FOR THE ACTUAL 
SETTLER. 

Not alone in respect of the examiners' 
report did the Standard of yesterday 
yhow its stupidity or its dishonesty. It 
is allotted unto some men to be always 
wrong; even whore the truth would avail 
them most they persist iu taking the op - 
posite course. Yesterday the organ 
howled dismally at the prospector" cortain 
Saanich settlers being turned from their 
holdings by a hard-hearted gov.'t who, it 
oaid, wore reduced to groat financial 
straits, stand ready to sacrifice the honest 
farmer by selling the ground from under 
his feet, appropriating his crops and plac- 
ing the highest bidder in possession of hia 
farm buildings. Now, it is scarcely neces- 
sary for us to assert — after the announce- 
ment made by us yesterday — that the 
Standard ia either wilfully dishonest or 
stupidly blind. The policy of the govern-

Settlement Bill it was stipulated that set- 
- tiers on the Island railway belt should be 
entitled to purchase agricultural lands at 
one dollar per acre. The insertion of 
that clause constituted one of the chief 
objections raised by Sir John Macdonald 
to tho bill (see his speech on the last day 
of tho suasion), and was one of the rea- 
sons for delay in the completion of the 
poaco negotiations.

That class will have to compete at public 
auction for tho land while the actual set- 
tler—the man who has improved liia hold- 
ing — will secure tho prize at tho rate of 
§1 per acre. Tho tears which our con- 
temporary professes to shed over the set- 
tler are really toars of chagrin at the de- 
feat of a speculative ring who wished to 
gobble up all the unreserved'' land and 
leavo tho acttler out in the cold.

;i0 will be £495,000. Of this, the interest 
on debentures and bunds and rentals of 
leased lines will absorb £310,000. There 
would, therefore, bo left L'S1,000 for 
Grand Trunk preference stocks, or IT ,000 
for all those stocks coming after first pre- 
ference. This state of things will, how- 
ever, by no moans suit those who have 
run up the price of these stocks in the 
market, and who are looking out for fools 
to relieve them of the burthen. So L'-17,- 
000 is to be taken out of what is called the 
(ireat Western Reserve Fund, in order to 
cover the entiro guarantee of the holders 
of tho stock of that railroad. Now, whon 
the Croat Western vvua taken over, tho 
cash assols, after deducting liabilities for 
unpaid accrued interest and dividends, 
amounted to £1,81)4.

St. Petebsburo, July 15.— A secret 
printing press was discovered here this 
morning, and a number of persons sup- 
posed to be connected with it arrested. 
Further search of the police brought to 
light a largo number of printed proclama- 
tions, being tho long-expected reply of 
the Nihilists to the Czar's coronation de- 
clarations. The proclamations aro drawn 
up in violent language, demanding distri- 
bution of laud to the peasants and reas - 
serting Nihilistic argument. It is not 
altogether clear whether the police and 
Nihilists have not been working together 
in this affair, tho former to justify their 
request for higher salaries and the latter 
to revive their waning prestige.

LiiNuoN, July 15.— It is officially de- 
nied thai the Marquis of ltipun has tele- 
graphed his resignation of the vice-royalty 
of India. 

London, July 15. — Oscar Wilde in a 
communication to the British public givoB 
his impressions of New York, San Fran- 
cisco and Salt Lake City One of the 
salient features of his lectures were bis 
impressions of the typical American girl, 
whom he described as a pretty oasis of 
unreasonableness in a desert of coin in on 
sense. 

London, July 15. —The attempt to gal- 
vanize the market in Confederate bonds 
failed ua soon as a circular appeared that 
more sellers than buyers appeared in the 
market, The bunds have been bought in 
the hope of a fractional rise, and the

One of the saddest occurrence* which 
it litis been our duty to relate for somo 
time past occurred at Meyersburg on 
Wednesday about noon. Albert Kes- 
ler, a young man about '21 years of 
age, and Miss Ida Campbell, both of 
whose parents reside at Norliiiin, drove 
into Campbell ford and were married 
by the Rev, D, 0.

After 
the ceremony they returned home- 
wards, and at Meyersburg Kesler drove 
to the river's edge to give his horse a 
drink. The animal was afraid of the 
water, so Kesler turned him around 
vvitll the back of the buggy to the 
water, and brought a pail from the 
pump. In doing litis he took the bit 
out of tin: horse's uiouth, and started 
for another pail, Ju.st then the horse 
became frightened, and tried to run 
away. Kesler grabbed the horse by 
the nose, but when he reached the 
road lie full. Miss Campbell, bis bride, 
was still in the buggy, anil she clung 
lo the lines, but woing no safety she 
attempted to get out of the buggy at 
the rear. In doing so she fell upon 
the wheel, which threw her headfore- 
most to the ground, ami she was in 
stautly killed. V'oung Kesler was 
heartbroken with grief, and could not 
comprehend that bis wife was dead, 
though the doctor assured him that 
such was too true.

Fvjilor Particulars of tho Diaaators In 
tho Diamond Fiolda. 

FAMINE. DEPRESSION. AND SUICIDES. 



The. extent of the commercial convul- 
sion is illustrated by the (Jreat Cuntral 
Diamond Company. It has a subscribed 
ca pital of JL'!)0O,OOO and paid taxes on 
£840,000. Two years ago the sharos wore 
r.tted CW0 each, but to-day they are 
worth only £'80. The Frerers' Diamond 
Milling Company at Do Beers, a quarter 
of ii mile from the Kiiuburley mine, with 
a subscribed capital of £'130,000— £100 a 
share - lias been sold out by the sheriff 
for I'l 5,000 for rates owed to the Mining 
Board. Mr. blerm Wilegroot, a loading 
merchant, blew out his brains on account 
of all these troubles, and two weeks after- 
ward .Mr. J. It. Schouz, resident magis- 
trate, killed himself. Altogether thoro 
have boon about ten suicides of leading 
men caused by tho commercial depression. 
The most terrible stories of starvation 
comu from the copper region, especially 
from the neighborhood of the great Mun'a- 
inaculand mines. Capt. ftegarich Baid 
that commercial circles in Capo Colony 
aro so greatly depressed that many of the 
colonists are returning to Europe, and 
especially to Bngland. He said that he 
could have brought many more passeng- 
ers if he bad had room. 

The Cape Argiti of May 29th, just to 
hand, docs nut contain quite such dupres- 
ssng roports as those quoted abovo, but 
it records the attempted Biiicido of Mr. 
E. Josephs, a member of the Kimberloy 
Mining Board, and corroborates the stater 
meat that a serious slip of reef haa takon 
place at the Kimberley mine. Tho Klin - 
bet-ley correspondence of the Argus also 
goes to show that all'airs at the diamond 
holds are not of the most sparkling char- 
acter. The Argun correspondence says: — 
Since my last things here are much of a 
muchness, not any sign of improvement, 
but the tendency seems rather to bo tho 
other way. We find creditors suing and 
taking out execution on a more extensive 
scale than usual. Last day of term (15th) 
provisional day in our High Court, tho 
Standard Bunk prayed for and obtainud 
judgment, either provisional or final, to 
the tuno of £2:5, 950, Bank of Africa£12,- 
881, Cape of (Jood Hope Bank £950— not 
by any means a healthy sign. Auctions 
are !hu order of tho day. Insolvencies 
increase, and consequently stocks are 
thrown, or rather forced, upon tho market 
to such an extent that legitimate trade is 
entirely in tho background. Goods, good 
and sound, may bo purchased at auction 
al prices for which the same article can- 
not bo bought in England or manufactur 
ing districts. Such things as clothing, 
boots, haberdashery, etc., etc., aro, so to 
speak, given away. Our population is 
decreasing every day, The down country 
mule- trains always leave full of passengers, 
artisans, and others who cannot find em- 
ployment here any longer. They all must 
have a certain amount of money, which 
of course goes out of tho country with 
them. It is much to be rogrettod that 
employment cannot bo found for such 
people, so as to keep them in the country. 
There arc still here hundreds of pooplo 
who are out of employment, and many 
with families, having spent their small 
savings, in a starving condition, unable 
to find work.
